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THE   COOS   ROAD 

On  August  30th,  1954,  The  Daughters  of  Colonial  Wars 
from  all  parts  of  the  State  braved  Hurricane  Carol  to  dedi- 
cate a  tablet  placed  near  the  Soldiers'  Monument  at  North 
Haverhill  designating  the  terminus  of  the  old  Coos  Road. 

This  road  was  one  of  the  pet  projects  of  Governors  Ben- 
ning  and  John  Wentworth.  Prisoners  carried  captive  to 
Canada  by  the  Indians,  returning,  brought  glowing  reports 
of  a  vast  fertile  region  in  what  was  to  be  called  the  Coos 
Country  with  mighty  forests  of  hard  and  soft  woods,  con- 
venient water  power,  and  rich  meadows  already  in  partial 
cultivation  by  the  Indians.  To  place  all  this  wealth  of  barter 
power  at  the  disposal  of  Portsmouth  seemed  a  gift  of  the 
Gods  as  they  hoped  to  make  this  Colonial  City  the  commer- 
cial centre  of  the  northern  New  England  Provinces.  Little 
could  be  done  until  after  the  close  of  the  French  and  Indian 
War. 

Haverhill  received  her  charter  in  1763,  granted  to  some 
seventy-odd  Proprietors,  pioneers  assigned  to  the  task  of 
hewing  out  a  Town  in  this  wilderness.  Haverhill  was  parti- 
cularly fortunate  in  that  these  grantees  were  to  become, 
many  of  them,  actual  settlers  themselves  and  not,  as  in 
many  of  the  north  country  towns,  interested  only  as 
speculators.  A  road  to  the  outside  world  was  necessary  and 
was  one  of  the  first  efforts  of  the  early  citizenry.  The  North 
Haverhill  plain  seemed  the  logical  terminus  for  this  road 
which  was  to  start  at  Durham  and  cross  the  State  in  an 
almost  straight  line.  Here  had  been  erected  a  saw  mill,  here 
was  easy  access  to  the  sister  town  of  Newbury  as  well  as 
points  north  and  south — in  fact,  it  was  hoped  that  this  was 
to  be  the  centre  of  the  new  township. 

As  projected,  the  road  came  into  Warren  about  where  the 
State  Highway  does  now,  followed  up  Baker  River  to 
Week's  Crossing  and  then  along  Black  Brook  to  Wacha- 
pauki  Pond,  down  over  Webster  Slide  Mountain  to  the 
Oliverian,  up  that  stream  to  a  point  about  half  a  mile  East 
of  the  Haverhill-Benton  Town  Line.  Here  it  passed  north 
west  of  the  present  Brook  Road  and  passing  what  is  now 
known  as  the  No.  6  Cemetery  it  went  over  Morse  Hill  and 
down  into  North  Haverhill.  It  was  little  more  than  a  bridle 
path  in  the  summer,  but  in  winter  was  extensively  used  by 
horse  and  ox-drawn  sleds  going  to  and  from  market  and 
caravans  of  fifteen  or  twenty  travelers  would  frequently 
spend  the  night  at  the  inn  of  "Deaf"  Morse  on  the  hill  that 
still  bears  his  name.  But  after  a  few  years  the  road  past 
Lake  Tarleton  was  developed  and  the  decline  of  the  old 
Coos  Road  began  and  continued  until  now  much  of  it  has 
reverted  to  the  trail  that  it  once  was.

Article     1.     To  choose  a  Town  Clerk. 

Article  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Cemetery  Commissioners  and  any  other  town  officers 
heretofore  chosen  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  3.  To  choose  one  Selectman  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  a  Town  Treasurer,  one  Highway  agent,  one  or 
more  auditors,  one  Library  trustee  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  one  cemetery  commissioner  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
one  Trustee  of  trust  funds  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and 
all  other  necessary  Town  officers. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  contribute 
funds  for  the  construction  of  class  V  highways  as  provided 
in  Chapter  188  Part  13  laws  of  1945,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  any 
alterations  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised 
and  appropriated  for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  the 
town,  as  recommended  by  the  finance  committee  in  its  bud- 
get report,  to  raise  and  appropriate  all  sums  so  determined 
for  the  purposes  so  determined,  and  to  pass  any  other  vote 
relating  thereto. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  issue  interest-bearing  notes  or  orders  to  pro- 
vide for  the  current  year's  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  distribute  the  inventory  blanks  by  mail  or  at 
the  time  they  examine  the  taxable  property. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  ac- 
quired by  the  town  through  collector's  deeds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  or 
elect  a  budget  committee  to  supervise  the  appropriations  of 
the  town  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  annual  town  meet- 
ing the  amounts  to  be  raised  for  various  purposes,  such 
recommendations  to  be  printed  in  the  next  annual  report. 

Article  10.  To  transact  any  other  business  proper  to 
come  before  said  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 


To  llif  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  the  Town  of  Haverhill: 

We  herein  submil  an  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1954.  Our  detailed  statements  will  be  round 
on  I  lie  following  pages. 

This  is  the  second  year  that  we  have  been  able  In  closi 
our  books  with  a  balance  on  hand.  It  will  be  noted  in  our 
report  that  excluding  the  balance  owed  the  School  Districts 
we  still  had  a  substantial  reserve  with  which  to  start 
the  fiscal  year.  We  wish  to  compliment  the  Tax  Collector 
lor  I  he  part  he  played  in  making  this  balance  possible. 

With  the  continued  rise  in  costs  of  labor  and  material  it 
has  required  careful  planning  and  strict  supervision  on 
the  part  of  all  town  officials  to  keep  expenses  to  the  budget 
level.  There  have  been  overdrafts  in  some  budgets  but  it 
will  be  noted  in  a  few  that  refunds  to  those  departments 
more  than  offset  the  overdrafts. 

It  has  been  called  to  our  attention  the  small  refund  to 
"Wood  Sold"  by  the  Town  and  we  feel  we  should  explain.  It 
will  be  noted  that  there  is  no  budget  allowance  for  Wood. 
The  cost  of  cutting,  yarding,  sawing  and  handling  Town 
Wood  is  divided  between  the  two  Departments  that  use 
this  wood,  namely  the  Town  Hall  and  Town  Poor  so  any 
wood  sold  by  the  Town  must  be  credited  back  to  those 
departments. 

The  redecorating  of  the  Town  Hall  has  brought  this 
Town  Building  into  very  good  condition.  It  is  planned  to 
equip  this  building  with  fire  proof  curtains  to  complete  this 
job. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  people  of  the  Town  for  their  con- 
tinued cooperation  which  makes  our  work  much  more 
pleasant.

Census  figures  indicate  that  by  1959  the  208  student  en- 
rollment in  grades  1-8  for  1954  will  have  increased  to  257, 
and  the  70  resident  high  school  enrollment  to  130  by  1963. 
Other  school  district  figures  show  a  parallel  growth,  there- 
fore, it  is  a  reasonable  assumption  that  the  non-resident  col- 
umn will  increase  proportionately  during  the  present  decade. 
As  enrollment  increases,  an  additional  teacher  at  both  the 
elementary  and  high  school  levels  will  be  needed. 

There  were  only  two  changes  in  the  faculty  at  Woodsville 
High  School  at  the  opening  of  the  1954-1955  school  year, 
and  none  at  the  Graded  School.  Mr.  John  Matthews  of 
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Bristol  replaced  Mrs.  Hatch  as  instructor  in  commercial 
subjects  and  Miss  Mary  Downs  of  Manchester  was  em- 
ployed as  music  instructor. 

Miss  Downs  received  a  B.M.  degree  from  Notre  Dame 
College  at  Manchester,  N.  H.,  in  June  1954,  in  which  city 
she  also  did  cadet  teaching  in  the  field  of  music. 

Mr.  Matthews  graduated  from  Plymouth  Teachers  Col- 
lege in  June  1954  and  holds  a  Bachelor  of  Education  degree 
from  that  institution. 

Two  major  repair  and  maintenance  items  should  be  seri- 
ously considered  for  completion  during  the  summer  of  1955, 
both  at  the  graded  school.  The  first  is  that  of  exterior  re- 
pair of  woodwork  and  painting  of  same.  The  second  is  that 
of  remodeling  the  vacant  manual  training  room  into  a  room 
for  the  kindergarten  class.  There  would  be  many  advan- 
tages realized  by  having  these  pupils  in  the  same  building 
with  their  brothers  and  sisters,  as  well  as  being  more  com- 
pletely oriented  for  their  next  year  as  first  graders. 

It  has  been  said  that  if  it  is  better  to  travel  than  to  ar- 
rive, it  is  because  traveling  is  a  constant  arriving,  while 
arrival  ends  further  traveling  and  is  most  easily  attained  by 
going  to  sleep.  Let  us  keep  awake  that  the  best  interests  of 
youth  may  be  served. 

Acknowledgment  is  hereby  made  to  the  school  board 
members  for  their  administrative  interest  and  cooperation, 
to  the  teachers  for  their  conscientious  endeavors,  and  to 
the  citizens  of  Woodsville  for  their  loyal  support  and  in- 
terest in  the  welfare  of  the  school  system.

Arlic  Covell,  put  on  "The  Closed  Door"  as  the  annual  school 
play.  It  was  well  received  and  much  enjoyed  by  an  enthusi- 
astic audience. 

The  cheerleaders  again  had  an  excellent  team,  as  most 
were  veterans.  They  were  headed  by  Miss  Shirley  Bennett, 
a  Senior.  Miss  Bennett  did  an  outstanding  job.  No  cheer- 
leading  contest  was  held  this  year. 

Both  basketball  teams  had  banner  years.  Mr.  Robert 
Dumais  took  over  the  reins  from  Mr.  Robert  Perry  who 
left  for  Pinkerton  Academy  and  did  a  creditable  job.  His 
team  won  15  and  lost  2,  and  as  the  result  of  this  fine  record, 
was  invited  to  the  tournament  playoffs.  The  Engineers  were 
paired  against  Bristol,  and  much  to  the  dismay  of  the  loyal 
followers,  the  Engineers  lost  by  a  score  of  57  to  64.  Thus 
ended  the  1953-54  season  for  the  basketball  boys.

Friday's  assemblies  have  been  sponsored  by  teachers  and 
students.  These  assemblies  consisted  of  speakers,  movies, 
student  plays,  musical  and  quiz  contests.  Most  ol'  llnin 
proved  to  be  not  only  entertaining,  but  educational  as  well. 

It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  work  in  this  community.  The 
cooperation  of  the  public  and  parents  has  been  excellent. 
Superintendent  Phil  Bennett  and  the  School  Board  have 
been  thoughtful  and  cooperative  in  all  respects,  and  it  is 
because  of  their  sincere  interest  and  love  of  education  that 
Woodsville  High  School  is  progressing  at  the  rate  that  it  is.

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During  the  school  year,  home  visits  were  made  to  parents 
of  first  grade  children.  This  gave  an  opportunity  to  explain 
the  health  services  offered  by  the  school  and  to  discuss  any 
health  needs  of  the  child. 

Physical  examinations  were  completed  in  the  1st,  4th, 
and  8th  grades.  Pupils  not  examined  by  their  family  physi- 
cians were  examined  at  the  school  by  Dr.  Everett  Campbell, 
school  physician. 

Routine  vision  screening  was  completed  in  all  grades. 
Written  notices  were  sent  home  when  symptoms  of  defects 
were  found.  With  these  notices,  went  a  form  for  the  eye  doc- 
tor to  fill  in  after  his  examination.  We  would  like  these  com- 
pleted forms  returned  to  the  school  for  our  health  records. 
In  this  way,  the  school  can  carry  out  any  special  recom- 
mendations that  are  made  by  the  doctor. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Woodsville  Cohase  Lions  Club 
for  the  assistance  they  gave  through  their  sight  conservation 
program. 

The  pure  tone  audiometric  test  was  done  in  grades  1,  2,  4, 
6,  and  8  in  the  elementary  school  and  in  the  10th  and  12th 
grades  in  the  High  School.  Hearing  tests  were  done  in  other 
grades  when  a  new  pupil  entered  school,  when  there  was 
a  question  of  difficulty  in  hearing,  and  when  the  child  had 
failed  the  test  the  previous  year. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Progressive  Club  for  sponsoring 
the  special  milk  program  in  the  school  and  the  many  or- 
ganizations which  donated  funds  to  support  this  program. 

I  want  to  thank  the  Methodist  Girls  Club  which  gave 
clothing  for  distribution.

the  seondary  registration  increased  from  92  resident  stu- 
dents to  104.

Mrs.  Sawyer  and  Mrs.  Chapman  continue  to  efficiently 
and  economically  serve  excellent  school  lunches.

With  only  fifteen  possible  graduates  this  June  and  a  pos- 
sible entering  class  of  thirty  next  fall  the  enrollment  for  the 
school  year  1955-56  could  well  exceed  one  hundred.  Such 
enrollment  will  seriously  tax  the  capacity  of  our  class  rooms. 

There  are  but  seven  tuition  pupils.  All  of  them  come  from 
Piermont.

Scholastic  honors  were  won  by  the  following  graduates 
in  the  order  named:  Priscilla  Miller,  Lillian  Irwin,  Donald 
Clark,  and  Carol  Willis.  The  Scholarship,  Loyalty,  and 
Achievement  medal  was  awarded  to  Norman  Swett.  Six  of 
the  fourteen  graduates  are  attending  college  this  year.  Three 
are  enrolled  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  and  three 
at  Plymouth  Teachers  College. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  the  Program  of  Studies 
except  changes  in  the  subject  matter  as  is  always  made  to 
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better  meet  the  needs  and  abilities  of  different  individuals 
and  classes. 

Soccer  and  cross-country  were  added  to  the  activities 
program  this  fall,  thus  giving  a  larger  number  an  opportu- 
nity to  participate.  This  is  all  to  the  good.  However,  it  must 
be  kept  in  mind  that  the  cost  of  operating  the  program  in- 
creases with  the  increasing  number  of  activities.  If  it  ap- 
pears that  there  is  an  over-emphasis  on  basketball,  it  can 
be  justified  in  part  at  least  on  the  grounds  that  it  is  the  only 
activity  that  is  financially  profitable.  And  the  extent  to 
which  it  is  profitable  is  very  nearly  proportional  to  the 
quality  of  the  teams.  Good  teams  attract  good  crowds. 

Nineteen  pupils  successfully  completed  the  Driver  Train- 
ing course.  There  are  twenty-two  enrolled  in  the  course  at 
present.  The  car,  as  in  past  years,  is  furnished  by  the  H.  O. 
Taylor  Chevrolet  Co.  of  Wells  River.  In  the  past  the  car 
has  been  shared  with  Woodsville  High  School.  This  year 
each  school  has  a  car  for  the  full  year.  This  makes  it  pos- 
sible for  more  pupils  to  take  the  course  and  gives  each  more 
time  to  practice.  Many  thanks  to  Mr.  Taylor. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program,  sponsored  by  the  P.  T.  A.  and 
under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Chapman,  continues  to  pro- 
vide warm,  tasty,  and  nutritional  mid-day  lunches.  About 
one-hundred-thirty  including  the  grades  are  being  served 
daily. 

A  new  fire-alarm  system  has  been  installed  in  the  Aca- 
demy building.  Panic  locks,  lighted  exits,  and  emergency 
lights  have  been  installed  in  Alumni  Hall. 

One-hundred  more  steel  folding-chairs  have  been  pur- 
chased through  funds  appropriated  by  the  Trustees. 

Teachers  and  pupils  have  continued  to  work  together  in 
a  friendly  and  courteous  atmosphere  created  by  a  high  re- 
gard of  each  for  the  other.

During  the  school  year,  home  visits  were  made  to  parents 
of  first  grade  children.  This  gave  an  opportunity  to  explain 
the  health  services  offered  by  the  school  and  to  discuss  any 
health  needs  of  the  child.  Pamphlets  concerning  eyes,  ears, 
teeth,  immunizations,  and  basic  food  requirements  were 
left  with  the  parent. 

Routine  vision  screening  was  done  in  all  grades.  Written 
notices  were  sent  home  when  symptoms  of  defects  were 
found.  With  these  notices,  went  a  form  for  the  eye  doctor  to 
fill  in  after  his  examination.  We  would  like  these  completed 
forms  returned  to  the  school  for  our  health  records.  In 
this  way,  the  school  can  carry  out  any  special  recommenda- 
tions that  are  made  by  the  doctor. 

The  pure  tone  audiometric  hearing  test  was  done  in 
grades  1,  2,  4,  6,  and  8  in  the  elementary  schools  and  the 
10th  and  12th  grades  at  Haverhill  Academy.  Hearing  tests 
were  done  in  the  other  grades  when  a  new  pupil  entered 
school,  when  there  was  a  question  of  difficulty  in  hearing, 
and  when  the  child  had  failed  the  test  the  previous  year. 

Through  community  cooperation,  we  again  had  an  excel- 
lent dental  clinic.  The  following  organizations  donated  funds 
to  supplement  the  amount  of  money  raised  at  the  annual 
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school  meeting:  Haverhill  P.  T.  A.;  North  Haverhill  Girls 
Club;  North  Haverhill  Fire  Department:  Haverhill  Fire 
Department;  the  H.  &  C.  W.  Committee  of  the  Pike  Grange; 
the  Haverhill  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross;  the  Pike 
Grange;  Haverhill  Memorial  Post  No.  5245,  Veterans  of 
Foreign  Wars;  and  Haverhill  Memorial  Post  No.  5245,  Aux- 
iliary. Fifty-nine  pupils  attended  these  clinics  and  much 
needed  work  was  accomplished.  Transportation  facilities 
were  donated  by  parents  and  friends.  My  sincere  thanks  to 
everyone  who  helped  make  this  clinic  a  success. 

I  want  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bennett,  the 
teachers,  the  parents,  and  the  pupils  for  their  kind  coopera- 
tion during  the  year.

Forest  Fire  Prevention  Is  Everybody's  Business 

Carelessness  is  responsible  for  97  percent  of  all  our  forest 
fires.  This  is  a  serious  indictment  of  our  interest  in  our  own 
welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbors.  In  too  many  instances 
this  carelessness  results  in  the  destruction,  not  of  the  care- 
less one's  own  property,  but  someone  not  even  known  to 
him. 

Thoughtlessly  thrown  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fish- 
ermen; the  careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous 
periods,  high  winds  or  in  dangerous  locations;  improperly 
extinguished  camp  or  cook  fires — all  add  up  to  the  CARE- 
LESSNESS that  means  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption 
of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary  expenditures  of 
town  and  state  funds. 

It  points  to  the  need  of  eliminating  CARELESSNESS  so 
far  as  it  concerns  fire  from  our  daily  life.  The  rules  are 
simple — your  cooperation  is  earnestly  solicited. 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material — cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches — is  completely  out  before  discarding  it.  Use 
ashtrays  in  autos. 
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3.  Secure  the  required  written  permission  to  burn  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not 
completely  covered  with  snow. 

4.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

5.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

Report  on  the  Region: 

Thanks  l<»  continuing  suport  by  your  town  as  in  pasl 
years,  your  region  association  has  been  able  to  carry  out  a 
varied  program  of  publicity  and  promotion  that  has  bene- 
fited this  town  and  region  substantially.  For  the  sum  ap- 
propriated, this  town  has  participated  in  over  $8,000  worth 
of  direct  publicity  expenditures.  How  was  it  spent?  Much 
of  the  outlay  has  been  in  the  form  of  direct  advertising  and 
promotional  literature,  including  maps,  picture  pamphlets, 
and  listings  of  accommodations.  Of  these  folders,  we  have 
gotten  out  over  100,000  copies  this  last  year,  each  and  every 
one  of  which  carries  a  message  about  your  town.  They  have 
been  distributed  all  over  the  U.  S.  and  abroad,  to  the  places 
where  they  will  do  the  most  good.  Many  of  them  have  been 
handed  out  personally  by  the  secretary  in  cities  like  New 
York,  Boston  and  Montreal  where  we  took  part  in  exhibits 
to  publicize  our  region. 

What  results  have  been  obtained?  From  a  survey  of  just 
a  tiny  fraction  (10%)  of  several  thousands  who  wrote  our 
office  during  a  5-month  period  for  literature  and  information 
about  this  region,  we  discovered  that  from  this  small  frac- 
tion alone  enough  money  came  into  the  region  to  replace  the 
total  of  all  1954  town  apropriations  2%  times  over!  This 
takes  no  account  of  the  money  that  came  in  through  those 
who  have  summer  homes  here,  buying  goods  and  paying 
taxes  to  our  towns,  even  though  many  of  those  get  here 
through  such  services  as  those  we  render. 

How  does  this  money  help  your  town?  Because  without 
it,  we  in  this  state  would  have  to  burden  ourselves  with  new 
and  unpleasant  taxes  to  maintain  our  highways,  police  pro- 
tection and  other  such  services;  that's  why  it's  important  to 
keep  the  out-of-state  money  coming  in. 

Our  region  4-H  program  continues  to  serve  that  fine 
movement,  and  many  of  your  boys  and  girls  have  had  the 
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opportunity  to  participate  in  our  awards.  We  plan  to  carry 
this  on  and  to  co-operate  with  all  the  agencies  which  are 
trying  to  improve  New  Hampshire's  agricultural  income. 
In  the  above  and  in  many  other  ways,  your  White  Moun- 
tains Region  Association  will  continue  to  work  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  46  northern  communities  of  New  Hampshire.
